Captain

Fischer, said this morning that the

after an erratic career of two years 
and a half in that pulpit. 


Mr. Bullock is a young man who for- 
m etlyhelda pastorate somewhere in 
Michigan, and later entered the gen­ 
eral field of eyangelical work, finally 
landing in Oakwoods church, where he 
seems to have displayed a keen faculty 
for keeping at loggerheads with his 
congregation. He says his resignation 
is voluntary on his part; that he has 
accepted a csll to Maywood, where he 
will begin preaching the first Sunday 
in September. 


But to those who have watched Mr. 
Bullock’s career since he became pas­ 
tor of his church his resignation was 
not a great surprise, as it is only the 
natural outcome of the chain of events 
that has made his pastorate somewhat 
oonspicuous. 
Two years ago Mr. Bullock affiliated 
with the Civic Federation and was 
plMed on the committee on morals. 
He also was made secretary of the 
bureau of charitics for his district. 
And, with these two offices as a basi6, 
he started outQfor a complete reforma­ 
tion and regeneration of the Oakwoods 
district. 
But, it is said, there was 
more smoke than fire as a result of his 
work. 
And it wm here that his trou­ 
ble in the church began. 
Some mem­ 
bers were in favor ofhis radical reform 
methods-~others were not. 


Later Mr. Bullock made himself un­ 
popular by sup^rting 
Harlan for 
mayorand later t>y his connection with 
an excursion of Christian Endeavorers 
to ^ n Francisco in which connection 
he was accused of being a paid agent of 
the railroad company.

THE YUKON CLIMATE. 


Not Such an Awful Country After 
All. 


In 1895 the Yukon river froze up on 
October 28 and broke up on May 17. 
Forty Mile river broke up on May 11. 
Few reliable observations have hither­ 
to been taken in this interesting region, 
but some years ago observations taken 
at Fort Yukon showed an average Jan­ 
uary temperature of 27 degrees l)elow 
zero; February,—26; March,~ll; April, 
13; May, 41 above zero; June, 63.5; 
July, CO4 August, 39 ^ September, 39; 
October 22; November,—11: December, 
—18. Those figures indicate an inteitse- 
lycold winter, followed by a short 
spring, opening in May, and then a de­ 
cidedly warm summer from June un­ 
til thfi! beginning of September, when 
a short-lived autumn soon changes to 
winter again. We have not at present 
any reliable data relative to the snow­ 
fall and rainfall of the country.— 
Seattle Daily Times.

Uncle Sam Will Then Learn That 
' This Harbor Is the Most Im­ 
portant on the East SIda. 


W a s h in g t o n , August 11.—It has 
been decided to establish a permanent 
bureau of the treasury department to 
be devoted to the collection and publi­ 
cation of information regarding the 
commerce of the great lakes. 


Assistant Secretary Vanderllp has 
appointed George Tunell of Chicago as 
statistician in charge of this work. Mr. 
Tunell has devoted much time to a 
study of the great lakes, and is consid­ 
ered especially qualified for the work 
which he has undertaken. His politi­ 
cal views were not known to Mr. Van­ 
derllp and the appointment was made 
solely on account of his ability and 
without solicitation. 


The first work of this new official 
will be included In the annual report 
of the bureau of statistics to be issued 
this fall and to be transmitted to con­ 
gress in December by Secretary Gage. 
It will embrace detailed and compara­ 
tive reports of the navigation at all 
lake ports and of the nature of the com­ 
merce handled by lake vessels. It will 
include also a large number of facts 
about lake commerce that will be of 
value not only to shippers at lake ports 
and vessel men, but to the general 
public as well. 


In discussing thie> new project Mr. 
Vanderllp said: *‘I found wnen I came 
to Washington that no special atten­ 
tion was paid to the lake commerce in 
any of the* departments of government 
excepting in the hydrographic branch 
of the navy department, where techni­ 
cal information of interest to mariners 
was collected and published. 
It has 
been almost impossible to find in any 
department of the government statis­ 
tical information about the great lakes, 
notwithstanding, the vast commerce 
that is carried on those waters.” 


MINING IN ARIZONA. 


A Callen Man Thinks It Beats the 
Klondike. 


J. P. Jones, former postmaster at 
Galien, and now a resident of Phoenix, 
Ariz., was in the city yesterday and in 
conversation with a N e w s representa­ 
tive he said: ‘*As a field for mining 
and prospecting foi* mines I think that 
Arizona offers a surer if not a better 
thing than Alaska. In every direction 
from Phcfinix gold may be found in 
paying quantities and the chief diill- 
culty is the scarcity of water to wash 
the dirt. 


‘•PboBnix, the capital of Arizona, is 
a city of 10,000 people, electric lights, 
two gas companies, electric cars and 
fine buildings. 
Times have been dull 
there as elsewhere, but when cash is 
scarce trading is carried on with gold 
dust. 
Since 1 have been in Arizona I 
have never seen any coin smaller than 
a nickle in circulation. 
Nothing is 
sold for less than 5 cents or a multiple 
of 5. 


“Some of the miners have lett our 
state for the Klondike but the more 
successful ones are satisfied with the 
Arizona diggings and are getting rich. 
The climate is such that a man can 
mine the year round.” 


Mr. Jones belongs to a company 
wnich buys and developes mines and 
fortune is smiling upon him. 
He will 
return to his town, which is 600 miles 
from civilization, about October I.

White Dome QeyeerTaUowatone Faik. 


**A mile and a half from the Fountain 
Hotel, and easily reached by bicycle, 
tourist waron, or by walking, lies a 
hidden basin full of nature’s caprices. 
At the entrance, as If on guard, standa 
the immaculate White Dome. As one 
approaches, he almost expects to be 
onallenged and asked for a countersign. 
If such a challenge is given it is in a 
curious fashion, in the form of a geyser 
éruption, for the White Dome is a gey­ 
ser. It is not unlike the Castle Geyser, 
or the White Pyramid of the upper 
Geyser Basin. The geyser is a very 
white, rather dome-shaped 
mound, 
built up from the secretions of its 
waters, and is the most conspicuous 
feature of the locality. It U perhaps 25 
feet high, with a circumference at the 
base of 75 or 100 feet. Its eruptions come 
at intervals of from twenty to forty-five 
minutes, being somewhat irregular, 
and the water is thrown to a height of 
from ten to twenty-five feet.”

This 
m akes the suspension practically com­ 
plete in the W heeling district railroad 
m inea The strikers proceeded up town 
to the Belmont and Riverside mill mines 
and made a demonstration there. 


A committee of the strikers and one 
representing the mill miners met and it 
w as decided th at the question of the men 
joining the strike would lie determined 
by President Ratchford. If this course 
is pursued it will throw thousands out 
of work. 
The action of the Bellaire 
peddling banks In shutting down may be 
rescinded, as the Ohio strike leaders a r r 
not In favor of shutting down the mill 
banks. 
The Wegee miners have de­ 
cided to join the strike today. This and 
the H eatherington mines supply steam ­ 
boats w ith fuel. A scarcity of fuel for 
the boats is now at hand.
